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Kilgerran Castle stands on a projecting bluff overlook¬ 
ing the River Teify, on the Pembrokeshire border. It 
occupies a most magnificent situation, being a prominent 
feature in the landscape viewed from below, and its lofty 
position affording magnificent views of the surrounding 
country. The ruins, of which the chief items are two 
massive towers and the Gatehouse, are said to date from 
early in the 13th century. The building was the subject 
of a painting by Turner. 
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
